It  is  ordered  that  the  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “  Motor  Carrier  Act  ”  be  amended, 
effective  March  1st,  1948,  as  follows: —

“  3.02  Licence  Fee. 

“  Licence  fee  ”  means  the  fee  to  be  paid  by 
the  applicant  for  a  licence  or  for  renewal  of  a 
licence.  The  licence  fee  for  a  public  vehicle 
or  a  limited  vehicle  shall  be  determined  on  the 
basis  of  the  maximum  authorized  carrying 
capacity  for  seated  passengers  and  for  express 
or  the  maximum  authorized  carrying  capacity 
for  freight  and  the  number  of  calendar  months 
or  fractions  thereof  for  which  the  licence  is  to 
be  in  effect.  The  licence  fee  for  a  Class  I 
Private  Freight-vehicle  licence  is  a  fixed 
amount  irrespective  of  carrying  capacity  or 
duration  of  licence.” 

2.  By  deleting  paragraph  3.03,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  3.03  Determination  of  Maximum  Carrying 
Capacity. 

“  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  3.02  the 
Commission  may  determine  the  maximum 
carrying  capacity  to  be  authorized  for  any 
vehicle.” 


3.  By  inserting  in  paragraph  3.06,  after  the 
words  “  first  renewal  of  a  licence,”  the  words 
“  for  a  public  vehicle  or  a  limited  vehicle.” 

4.  By  deleting  the  heading  of  paragraph 
3.08,  and  substituting  therefor  the  heading 
“  Renewal  of  Short-term  Licence.” 

5.  By  deleting  all  the  last  part  of  paragraph 
3.08  commencing  with  the  words  “  plus  a  re¬ 
newal  fee.” 

6.  By  deleting  the  word  “  vehicle  ”  in  para¬ 
graph  3.62,  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  “  public  vehicle  or  limited  vehicle.” 

7.  By  deleting  paragraphs  3.63,  3.64,  and 
3.65. 

8.  By  deleting  paragraph  3.71,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  3.71  Fee  for  Express  for  Passenger-vehicle. 

“  A  licence  fee  equivalent  to  the  licence  fee 
for  one  passenger  seat  shall  be  paid  for  each 
400  lb.  of  express  or  fraction  thereof  author¬ 
ized  to  be  carried  on  a  passenger-vehicle.” 

9.  By  deleting  from  paragraph  3.72  the 
words  “  for  a  passenger-vehicle  operated,”  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words  “  for  a  licence 
authorizing  the  operation  of  a  vehicle  as  a 
public  passenger-vehicle,  a  limited  passenger- 
vehicle,  or  a  public  and  limited  passenger- 
vehicle.” 

10.  By  deleting  from  paragraph  3.72  the 
words  following  the  itemized  descriptions  of 
areas  and  substituting  therefor  the  following:

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  conti'ary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  TV2  inches.
